Taylor Pools Offer Classes, Open Swim 


The City of Taylor’s two municipal 
pools will open Saturday, May 31. The 
Sheridan Community Center Pool and the 
Northwest Park Pool will be open Satur- 
days and Sundays through June 15, then 
daily beginning June 16. 


Open swimming is scheduled from 


‘noon to 7 p.m. every day at Northwest Park 


Pool. Open swimming at the Community 
Center is set for noon to 6 p.m. Mondays 
and Wednesdays and noon to 7 p.m. all 
other days. 

Pool passes are on sale now at the Parks 
and Recreation Office (22805 Goddard 
Road). Family passes are $65 for Taylor resi- 
dents and $85 for nonresidents. Family 
passes include up to two adults and two 
children under 18. There is a $20 fee for 
each additional child, 

The cost for individual passes is $40 
for residents age 18 and older, $50 for non- 
residents. “Guppy” passes for children ages 
10 to 17 are $35 for residents; nonresidents 
pay $45. 


One-day fees for adults 18 to 54 will 
be $4 for residents, $5 for nonresidents. 

One-day fees for children are $3 for 
residents and $4 for nonresidents. 

Prices for senior swimmers (age 55 and 
over) are $2 for residents and nonresidents 
alike. Senior swim times are 10:30 a.m. to 
noon Juesdays and Thursdays at the Com- 
munity Center Pool. 

Water aerobics is $48 for a 10-week 
session or $7 to drop in for the day. Ses- 
sions are scheduled at the Community Cen- 
ter each Monday and Wednesday from June 
11 through August 22. 

The pools are available for parties on 
Friday, Saturday, and Sunday nights. The 
resident fee is $150 for 2.5 hours ($100 
deposit and two weeks’ advanced notice 
required). The nonresident fee is $200. 

Taylor Recreation Center annual mem- 
bers and 2007 Senior Activity Card holders 
swim free. For information on memberships 
and senior cards, call the Parks and Recre- 
ation Department at 734-374-3906. O

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paper Master Plan Vote POstppuee 


Romulus Mayor Alan R. Lambert attended the Wayne County Airport Authority’s 
May 22 meeting, asking the board not to approve a proposed Master Plan that 
could result in the City’s loss of more than 3,500 residents, 800 homes, and an 
elementary school on its south side. The board postponed its vote to July 24. 





A statement issued by the Wayne 
County Airport Authority following its May 
22 meeting said the board has again post- 
poned its vote on a proposed Metro Airport 
Master Plan in response to repeated requests 
from local mayors and other officials. 

The decision will probably be made at 
the board’s July 24 meeting, instead. 

The plan, which calls for the construc- 
tion of a fifth parallel runway at the airport 
(DTW), is opposed by Romulus Mayor Alan 
R. Lambert and many other municipal lead- 
ets, who believe it would have a devastat- 
ing effect on the surrounding area. 

Romulus City Planner Cynthia I. 
Lyon, AICP, said the administration is 
pleased with the postponement. 

“We hope to utilize the time to work 
with the Authority to arrive at an equitable 
solution for all,” she said. “Mayor Lambert 
is committed to fighting on behalf of the 
families and residents of Romulus.” 

Addressing earlier assertions that Rom- 
ulus officials weren't given adequate infor- 
mation during the plan’s development stage, 
the WCAA statement noted that Author- 
ity officials are “committed to developing a 
Master Plan ... in the most transparent and 
collaborative fashion possible. Accordingly, 


the Airport Authority has provided com- 
plete responses to all of the questions it has 
received to date ...” 

The statement also defended the need 
for future airport expansion, reflecting the 
views of spokespersons who say that local 
residents need to look at the bigger eco- 
nomic picture. 

“DTW is one of Southeast Michigan's 
strongest assets and a powerful economic 
engine. According to a University of Michi- 


gan—Dearborn study, the airport has an 


average annual economic impact of $7.6 
billion on the State of Michigan. The air- 
port stimulates more than 71,000 jobs in 
the state, translating to more than $2 bil- 
lion in earnings each year.” 

The statement continued, “... When 
fully implemented, the proposed Master 
Plan ... will create numerous new, local jobs. 
The plan is estimated to cost nearly $3.6 
billion — much of which would be spent 
directly within the local community. 

“With so much at stake, the [WCAA] 


will further its commitment to provide op- 
_ portunities for collaboration with local com- 


munities to cooperatively maximize the eco- 
nomic potential of southeast Michigan’s 
vital air transportation infrastructure.” OJ
